| degree professional. The countries where our mis- 
sions are located,not only embrace a very great va- 
riety of character, but some of the most interest- 
ing portions of the human race. ‘Their geogra- 
phy, their past history and present condition, their 
social habits, their civil and religious institutions, 
are both deeply interesting and supremely worthy 
of the thorough investigation of every preacher of 
the gospel. ‘The manners and customs of east- 
ern nations are themselves a commentary on the | 
Bible. The degradation, vice and idolatry of those 
nations are a standing proof of all that God has 
declared in his word concerning the wickedness 
of the human race. And from no source can 
‘such a rich variety of impressive illustrations be 
drawn to enliven and give effect to the ordinary 
discourses of the Sabbath. He who confines his 
observations on the character of our race to civil- 
ized society, is still ignorant of much that itis es- 
sential to know. And such is the wide difference 
between the developements of human nature as 
seen in the western and oriental world, that he 
who has not scanned them both, has seen but half 
the nature of man. But still for its own sake, ev- 
ery pastor should be thoroughly read in the sub- 
ject of missions.

It is doubtful whether the illustrious Franke, of 
Halle, accomplished so great good in any other 
way as in the influence he exerted in the cause 
of missions. Onit he brought to bear the weight 
of both his labors and his personal influence. Not 
only were Ziezenbalg and Schwartz, one the first 
Protestant missionary in India, and the other the 
model of all missionaries, sent forth from his im- 
mediate instruction, but for more than forty years 
the friends of the Tranquebar mission looked to 
him for missionaries as their principal hope.

Extract of the second annual report of the Ohio 
Baptist Foreign Mission and Bible Society. 


At no previous period of their history, has the 
Baptist denomination been placed in a position so 
eminently responsible, as that which has trans- 
pired since the formation of the American and 
Foreign Bible Society. Proscribed by all other 
denominations, and denied the co-operation of 
Bible Societies on the Eastern and Western con- 
tinents, Divine Providence seemed to command 
us to stand forth, not as innovaters, but, as fol- 
lowers of those, who, “through faith and patience 
inherit the promises,” 

In this great work, the American and Foreign 
Bible Society has, in the Providence of God, been 
called to perform an important part. Thus far 
the objects of this noble organization have been 
more than realized. 

Much has been done. But a vast work yet 
remains to be accomplished. The sphere of theit 
operations is limited by no geographical lines. It 
is only bounded by the moral wants of the hu- 
man race. Western no less than Eastern Asia, 
Europe, Africa, and America imperiously demand 
their attention, The nations around the Holy 
Land are beginning to enlist the sympathies of 
the Christian world, and the soil that drank the 
blood and tears of the blessed Redeemer invite 
our occupancy, while Ethiopia imploringly asks 
for the lamp of life to cheer her dreaty pathway. 

In sending the gospel to the destitute, not only 
the Bible, but the herald of the Cross is needed.

Baptist missionary, is now laboring with encour- 
aging prospects. 

Bengal has several scattered stations. They 
are occupied by evangelical missionaries of vari- 
ous denominations. 

Asam.—A lovely missionary field. The Bur- 
ampooter river runs through it. The population 
isdense. The soil isrich. 3 stations. There 
are many English among the people. Among 
the natives, there isnocaste. ‘The taste for idol- 
atry is evidently decreasing. At Maulmain may 
be said to be the most perfect missionary station 
in our denomination. Br. Vinton labors very as- 
siduously in this field. He has a territory about 
equal to that of Rhode Island. He seems emi- 
nently qualified from heaven for the peculiar du- 
ties devolving on him. 

Africa.—'lhe Bassas tribe, to whom one mis- 
sionary has been sent, embraces about 70,000.— 
The tribes there are mostly farmers. The govern- 
ment is patriarchal. ‘The head men had favored 
brother Crocker in getting up schools. They are 
an agreeable people, on the whole. Brother Clark 
is now the only missionary of our denomination 
on all that continent. God seems to have pecu- 
liarly thwarted the missions there.

The discussion in some of the Northern and 
Southern Baptist papers relative to certain trans-

In the absence of satisfactory evidence, the wri- 
ters have been under the necessity, in many in- 
stances, of assuming a position from which they 
might draw their conclusions ; and the result of 
this protracted discussion, so far as the actual 


just nothing—the question still remaining a mat- 
ter of opinion merely, in the mind of the public. 
We saw from the commencement that there was 
likely to be a vast deal more ink than blood, shed 
in this debate, while nothing definite or satisfac. 
tory in relation to it, could be arrived at, from the 
manner of carrying it forward ; and consequent- 
ly concluded to have as little to say upon the sub- 
ject as possible. 

On the part of Southern Baptists, the Christian 
Index, published at Penfield, (Geo.) has taken this 
question under its own supervision, since the de- 
cease of the Recorder & Watchman. Some few 
weeks since, the Index came out in a supercilious 
and denunciatory article against the Rev. Baron 
Stow, of Boston, in consequence of his having pre- 
sumed to preside at an Anti-Slavery Convention. 
For this “ breach of the peace,” the Index demand- 
ed “a decided disapprobation on the part of North- 
ern Baptists, or threatened to withhold Southern 
donations from the missionary Board.” In com- 
mon with others, we felt that such a demand as 
this, should not pass unrebuked, and accordingly 
read the editor of the Index a short lesson upon 
the state of public opinion at the North, &c., at 
the same time assuring him that his demand would 
not be complied with. In the Index of Nov. 18th, 
we find the following article in reply to our re- 
marks ; 


The Christian Secretary. 


This print is out upon us about what we said a few weeks 
back in relation to the Rev. Baron Stow and his connection 
with the Anti-Slavery Convention held immediately after 
the adjournment of the Boston Association. The Secreta- 
ry asks the question, “ Does the editor of the Index suppose 
the Rev. Baron Stow sold the right of private judgment, or 
the privilege of expressing his opinion publicly, when he 
accepted the appointment of Secretary to the Baptist 
Board? If so, he will learn his mistake hereafter. Or, if 
he supposes his Northern brethren are servile enough to 
comply with his demand, he Will yet fedrn that he has en- 
tirely mistaken their character!”

tion. Does the Secretary remember the difficulty that 
arose about a Convention held two years ago in connec. 
tion with this same Boston Association, at which it was sup. 
posed some of the members of the Board attended? Does 
the editor not know that the adjustment of that difficulty 
at the Triennial Convention in Baltimore, April, 1840, was 
based upon a distinct understanding, on the part of South. 
ern delegation at Jeast, that Mr. S. was to have nothing 
more to do with anti-slavery Conventiuns? This certain. 
ly was our understanding at the time, and has been ever 
since. Did not Mr. 8. himself so understand it? What 
then must have been our surprise and mortification, when 
we read in a Northern paper, that he had forgotten his 
pledged neutrality, and acted as Chairman on the occasion 
referred to, and of course endorsed all the denunciatory re- 
solutions then and there ? We say again, in view 
of the above conduct on the part of Mr. S., that if he must 
preside at these meetings—must be a prominent abolition.

Selected Summary. 


Great Fire in Oswego. 

The Oswego Herald of Thursday states that a very de. 
structive fire broke out the day before in the flour mill of 
Fitzhugh & Co., and raged for a long time—consuming a 
great amount of valuable property. The following particu- 
lars are from the Oswego Herald: — 

The fire swept with fearful rapidity over blocks Nos. 45 
and 63, lying between First-street agd the river, consum- 
ing all the buildings on them and four dwellings, and a num. 
ber of out-buildings on the adjoining block, fronting on the 
east side of First-street. ; 

On block 45 were five buildings, the flouring mill and 
varehouses occupied by H. Fitzhugh & Co., and owned by 
Gerrit Smith. They were all burat down with their con- 
tents, consisting of wheat, flour and merchandize. The 
books and papers of Messrs. Fitzhcgh & Co., were mostly 
lost.

Terrible Storm in Boston. 


We find inthe Boston papers of Thursday an account 
of a severe and very destructive storm which visited the 
harbor of that city on the night of Wednesday last. It be- 
gan in the evening and raged with great fury until morn- 
ing. The following summary of the damage done is con- 
densed from the Post :—Tribune. 


At Fort Hill wharf, several small vessels were more or 
less damaged. A small schooner, the Jane Fish, of St. 
George’s Me. was driven from her anchor against the wharf, 
and Nathan Fuller, an elderly sailor, in attempting to leave 
the vessel, fell between her sides and the wharf, and was 
drowned, The crewof this vessel state that the brig Un- 
cle Sam had been blown adrift, and was then driving about 
the harbor; and that the ship Tyrone had parted her head- 
fasts, had swung round, and sustained considerable dam- 
age. 

The space between India and Central wharves was fil- 
ling up fast with drifting wrecks, and those vessels at the 
ends of these wharves were careening as if their tall masts 
would turn them over. 

The end of Long wharf brought up several craft, which 
probably were sunk. The space between this wharf and 
Central wharf, was also the scene of great destruction. 
The noise of falling masts, and the crashing of drifiing 
wrecks rose, at intervals, above the storm, and might have 
been heard even at the centre of the city. 

At the northern wharves, and, in fact, at allthe wharves, 
more or less damage was sustained by a great portion of the 
shipping. Such was the terrific violence of the gale, that 
it was dangerous for an individual to venture to the ends of 
the wharves; and such was the confusion that reigned 
around, that little if any thing definite could be obtained of

Dying Rich. 

The following is an extract from remarks made 
by the Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen, before the 
meeting of the American ‘Tract Society, recent- 
ly held in New York. 

Zion has sent up her constant supplications, 
“thy kingdom come ;” and the Lord has given 
the response as clearly as if He had written it on 
the face of the whole heavens, “My kingdom shall 
come certainly and gloriously, but only by this 
anode: when my people plead for its advent with 
fervent desire, attended by faithful labors, when 
they show by their self-denying and holy conse- 
cration that they prize its coming better than thou- 
sands of silver and gold.” We have met the ex- 
agency, my friends, when the Saviour expects of 
his people to give more decided and costly proofs 
than ever before of their attachment to his king- 
dom. ‘The remark was once ventured, that the 
time would arrive when Christians would fear to 
die rich, unless in good works. I firmly believe 
that it is at the door, that the hour is knocking at 
the heart of the wealthy Christian ; and as he re- 
pairs to the cross and surveys its unutterable mys- 
teries of crucified love, and then looks over his 
treasures, he will put the affecting inquiry to his 
own heart, “Shall I longer keep my hold of these 
to aggrandize myself, and exalt my children to 
the high places of the world, or shall I lay them 
all down at the feet of him who bought me with 
his blood?” It is an honest question, and must 
have an honest answer by the light and under the 
responsibilities of the eternal world. I trust that 
this momentous question will be held up to the 
minds of the rich, until it shall rest upon their 
hearts with the weight of Christian obligation. 
Where is the wealthy Christian that can consent 
to die worth hundreds of thousands dollars, and 
leave six hundred millions of his fellow men per- 
ishing for want of the gospel ; to die rich in those 


sis of his plea, that Christian liberality seldom 
led to poverty ; that God would take care of his 
people ; that He who gives to causes their effi- 
ciency, who knows and controls all the secret 
springs of enterprise and success, would vindi- 
cate by his providence the blessedness of doing 
good even for time. Butsaid he, should it so 
happen that a special case comes up, where @ 
Christian is impoverished by reason of his chari- 
ties, I should rejoice in the privilege of an inter- 
view with him. 1 would take him by the hand, 
and as I grasped it, with a full heart, I would say 
to him, dear brother, you are the first disciple of 
your heavenly Master I have ever seen who has 
faithfully copied his example. He was rich in 
the treasures of the universe and became poor, 
that by his poverty we might become rich. — 

I will detain you with only one other incident. 
When the Executive Committee of this Society 
were lately deliberating on the expediency of this 
meeting, the inquiry was anxiously going round 
the table, by what means we should awaken the 
churches to their measure of consecration. One 
excellent brother, the senior secretary, when the 
question reached him, replied, “I have often been 
affected with the fact, that when our society in 
past years encountered difficulties, whatever feel- 
ing was moved at this Beard, and deeply cherish- 
ed here, went abroad. I found it among the 
churches. I cannot tell, said he, how it was con- 
veyed—a bird took it—I don’t know the philoso- 
phy of it—but the interesting fact I know—and 
I fear the feeling is not strong enough in our own 
hearts.” The remark, I perceived thrilled on ev- 
ery spirit there. I could see emotion kindling as 
he spoke ; and it is all true. This is the little 
leaven that quickens, we cannot tell how, but it 
spreads and pervades the mass until the whole is 
leavened. So, my Christian friends, let that 
blessed influence live to-night in this place, and it 
will soon expand beyond these walls, and wheth- 
er it go forth from a small assembly or a great 
congregation, it will tell with power on the heart 
of Zion. We may not trace its operation in the 
rending of the rocks or the falling of the forests, 
but we shall certainly hear of it, in the sweet 
whisper of the Spirit’s still small voice, and in 
the rich returns of His love. 


Where are our Laymen? 

The late missionary conference at Worces- 

ter, was attended by one hundred and five min- 
isters, including a few who are unordained, ex- 
clusive of three who reside in the place. As this 
was intended for a missionary mass meeting, to 
which the people were invited, it was natural to 
expect that a large number of laymen would be 
present. ‘They need the intelligence and the ho- 
ly influence of such a meeting as much, certain- 
ly, as the pastors, we suppose, and it is to be pre- 
sumed that they have as much leisure to attend, 
that no business paramount in importance to that 
of the minister of God, would interfere to hinder 
them, and they are quite as able to bear the ex- 
pense of such a journey. We naturally expec- 
ted, therefore, that a large number would attend. 
On making upa list of the names, it was found 
that eighteen were present, exclusive of those 
from the village of Worcester. 
Is the work of sending the gospel to the per- 
ishing millions of the earth any more exclusively 
that of the ministry than of their people? That 
the preaching of the gospel to every creature is 
the peculiar work of the ministry we well know, 
but are not laymen bound to pray as ardently, 
and labor as hard, and make as great sacrifices 
in the cause, as the ministry? ‘I'he business of 
raising funds, properly devolves on laymen, ac- 
cording to the apostles Peter and Paul, and they 
could, as a general rule, perform it more success- 
fully than ministers, were they fully imbued with 
the missionary spirit. ‘They best understand the 
feelings of men of business, and their circumstan- 
ces enable them to enforce precept by exampie. 
Let, then, the ministry select and train men for 
the missionary service, designate their fields of 
labor, and spread intelligence before their people, 
and then let the lay members of the churches 
take charge of the business of raising funds, ac- 
cording to the apostolic precept, and we should 
soon see a new order of things among our church.

Missionary Statistics. 


All attempts to obtain exact missionary statis- 
tics have failed. Something, however, is known, 
and what is known should be communicated to, 
and remembered by, all who love the Saviour and 
his precious cause. Dr. Harris estimates about 
fourteen primary missionary societies, in both 
Britain and America; of which, he says, seven 
may be denominated first rate; the remaining 
seven, were they blended intos one, would not 
much more than equal a single society of the 
former class. ‘The annual income of these soci- 
eties is estimated at about £505,000; ($2,449,. 
250,) of which, about £400,000 ($1,940,000 are 
contributed by British Christians, and the remain- 
der by Christians of America. The number of 
missionaries in the field is about fifteen hundred; 
and these missionaries occupy about twelve hun- 
dred principal or central stations. At these sta- 
tions are to be found, in subordinate co-operation 
with the ordained missionaries, about five thou- 
sand native and other salaried teachers, cate- 
chists, readers, helpers, and assistants of various 
kinds engaged in the offices of education and re- 
ligious instruction. About fifty of these stations 
have printing establishments. And all the mis- 
sions combined, exhibit about 180,000 converts 
in Christian commission, and about 200,000 chil- 
dren and adults belonging to their schools. —Ma- 
cedonian.
